THE  ECU  D  OR  OF  PHILIPPE  I)E  VALOIS 

Philip  VI  de  Valois  succeeded  his  cousin  Charles  VI  of  France  in  1328.  The  son  of  Charles 
of  Valois,  he  was  already  Count  of  Valois,  Anjou,  Maine,  Chartres  and  Alenyon,  and  was  the 
successful  contender  for  the  Regency  of  France  while  the  birth  of  the  widow-queen’s  child  was 
awaited.  His  main  rival  for  this  office  was  Edward  III  of  Pingland.  When  a  female  child  was 
born  Philip  was  recognised  as  having  best  claim  to  the  succession. 

Philip  was  married  twice,  first  to  Jeanne  of  Burgundy  and  later  to  Blanche  of  Navarre,  and 
he  did  much  to  increase  the  power  and  prestige  of  France  by  a  series  of  important  alliances. 
However,  his  support  for  Louis  de  Nevers,  the  tyrannical  Count  of  Flanders,  provided  Edward 
III  of  England  with  the  opportunity  for  restoring  England’s  commercial  interests  in  Flanders. 
The  naval  battle  of  Sluys,  followed  by  Edward’s  invasion  of  Normandy,  the  disasterous  defeat 
at  Creqy  and  the  seizure  of  Calais  were  only  some  of  the  earlier  actions  in  the  Hundred  Year’s 
War.  Philip  died  in  1350. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  fourteenth  century,  though  French  silver  coinage  remained 
relatively  undistinguished  (apart  from  the  gros  tournois ),  a  series  of  superb  gold  coins  were 
introduced  which  set  an  unmatched  standard  of  excellence  in  Gothic  style.  Beginning  with  the 
comparatively  severe  ecu  of  St.  L.ouis  in  1266,  the  gold  coinage  developed  through  the  dignified 
petit  royal  d'or,  the  masse,  chaise,  and  angnel  d'or  of  Philippe  le  Bel,  to  the  magnificently  adorned 
royal,  parisis ,  lion  d'or,  pavilion,  conronne  d'or,  double  d'or,  ange  d'or  (April  Bulletin),  and  the 
George  florin. 

These,  together  with  the  ecu  d'or  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  (see  A 1761),  provided  patterns 
for  many  of  the  other  princes  of  western  Europe;  the  ecu,  for  instance,  being  copied  by  the 
Counts  of  Brabant,  Flanders  and  Holland  and  by  the  Bishops  of  Utrecht,  amongst  others. 
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SIR  BEVOIS  OF 
SOUTHAMPTON

A  fairly  common  Southampton  token  depicts  Sir  Bevois,  or  as  he  is  also  known, 
Sir  Bevis,  in  armour  and  helmeted  facing  right  with  Dumarest  F.  below,  the  name  of 
the  engraver.  On  the  reverse  is  a  shield  containing  a  rose  and  crown,  the  arms  of 
Hampshire  with  the  legend  Promissory  Halfpenny  1791.  The  edge  reading  is 
Payable  at  the  office  of  W.  Taylor  R.  V.  Moody  &  Co.  The  Taylors  were  a  well 
known  family  in  Southampton,  one  was  a  builder,  another  owned  a  mill,  and  another 
was  a  ships’  carpenter.  There  is  a  very  rare  variety  of  this  token  with  the  words  St. 
Bevois  under  the  bust  and  on  the  reverse  the  words  Brewery  and  Block  Manu¬ 
factory  United  Company  1790.  The  edge  reading  is  the  same  as  the  above.  It  is 
most  likely  this  token  never  went  into  circulation  on  account  of  the  error  St.  Bevois 
for  Sir  Bevois. 

Another  token  depicting  Sir  Bevois  is  that  of  Gosport  issued  by  John  Jordan,  a 
draper  of  that  town.  The  bust  faces  left  with  the  legend  Promissory  Halfpenny 
while  on  the  reverse  is  a  three-masted  ship  with  the  legend  Pro  bono  publico  and  the 
date  1794  in  the  exergue.  An  almost  identical  token,  only  rare,  exists  for  Stockton, 
the  only  difference  being  the  edge  reading  Payable  at  Kington’s  Stockton. 

In  1612,  Michael  Drayton,  the  Elizabethan  poet  and  friend  of  Shakespeare,  pub¬ 
lished  his  Polyolbion,  a  topographical  description  of  England  in  thirty  parts  called 
“songs”.  It  is  a  work  quite  unlike  any  other  in  English  poetry  both  in  its  subject  and 
style  of  composition.  It  is  full  of  antiquarian  details  and  allusions  to  events  and 
persons  and  much  of  it  is  legendary.  In  Song  II  he  deals  with  Dorsetshire  and  in  lines 
260-384  relates  the  story  of  Sir  Bevois  of  Southampton. 

A  summary  of  the  legendary  incidents  of  this  medieval  romance  is  as  follows. 
The  father  of  Bevois  was  Sir  Guy,  Earl  of  Hamtoun,  who  was  murdered  by  the 
Emperor  Divoun  of  Almayne  at  the  instigation  of  Bevois’s  mother,  who  arranged  for 
her  son  to  be  sold  to  some  merchants.  After  many  adventures  he  reached  the  land  of 
King  Ermyn.  Josian,  the  king’s  daughter,  fell  in  love  with  him  and  they  were  duly 
married  and  Bevois  was  knighted.  Further  adventures  awaited  him:  the  slaying  of  a 
fierce  boar  and  a  ferocious  dragon;  and  the  overthrow  of  a  giant,  thirty  feet  high, 
named  Ascapart  whose  life  he  spared  and  whom  he  made  his  slave  to  run  beside  his 
horse;  and  his  defeat  of  Brandemond  of  Damascus,  are  among  his  numerous 
achievements.  Eventually  he  returned  to  England  with  Josian  where  he  was  restored 
to  his  lands  and  title  and  where  he  died  on  the  same  day  as  his  wife  after  thirty  years  of 
domestic  happiness. 

Some  authorities  maintain  that  Sir  Bevois  actually  existed  in  the  eleventh  century 
and  like  Hereward  the  Wake  became  associated  with  those  who  disliked  the  Norman 
rule.  He  was  the  leader  of  those  who  resisted  William  in  Wales  but  was  defeated  in 
1070  and  nothing  more  is  known  of  him. 

Hamptoun  or  Hampton  in  generally  taken  as  meaning  Southampton  but  it  may 
well  be  a  corruption  of  Antona  for  in  the  original  Italian  version  of  the  story  Bevois  is 
called  “Beuves  D’Antone.”

Students  of  Charles  I’s  provincial  mints  owe  their  chief  debt  of  gratitude  to 
H.  W.  Morrieson,  whose  masterly  arrangement  of  the  coins  of  Aberystwyth,  Shrews¬ 
bury,  Oxford,  Bristol  and  those  which  he  assigned  to  Lundy  and  Combe  Martin 
appeared  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal  between  1914  and  1932.'  These  latter 
attributions  have  never  been  fully  accepted,  on  the  grounds  that  no  documentary 
reference  to  mints  at  either  place  has  ever  been  found;  and  as  far  as  Lundy  is  con¬ 
cerned,  Brooke  registered  his  dissent  immediately,2  preferring  Symonds’  earlier 
suggestion  that  the  marks  A  and  B,  which  are  the  chief  distinguishing  feature  of  the 
coins  in  question  (figs.  1-2),  might  upon  the  abundant  analogy  of  other  Civil  War 
issues  stand  for  the  names  of  towns  in  which  they  were  struck,  perhaps  Appledore 
and  Barnstaple.2  There  matters  stood  until  1976,  when  A.  O.  Chater  revived  a 
suggestion  which  Morrieson  had  discountenanced,  and  proposed  the  ascription  ol 
the  so-called  Combe  Martin  series,  with  its  crown  privy-mark  (fig.  3),  to  a  branch  ol 
the  Aberystwyth  mint  established  at  the  Silver  Mills  near  Dovey  Furnace,  eleven 
miles  from  the  Castle,  where  the  argentiferous  lead  from  Thomas  Bushell’s  Cardigan¬ 
shire  mines  used  to  be  refined.1  The  purpose  of  this  note  is  to  examine  a  little  more 
closely  the  circumstances  which  surrounded  the  production  of  coin  at  Aberystwyth 
after  September  20,  1642,  when  the  moneyers  delivered  the  last  batch  ol  coin  ol  the 
pre-war  minting. 

The  celebrated  Aberystwyth  comptrolment-book  in  the  British  Library’  has 
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been  described  by  Symonds  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal,  unfortunately  with 
all  too  little  precision.6  It  might  have  been  expected,  too,  that  scholars  of  his  stamp 
and  Morrieson’s  would  have  considered  it  vital  to  interpret  the  few  entries  dating 
after  September,  1642  in  the  light  of  contingent  events  of  the  Civil  War;  but  although 
J.  Roland  Phillips’  Memoirs  of  the  Civil  War  in  Wales  and  the  Marches  had  been 
published,  with  admirable  documentation,  as  long  ago  as  1874,  it  seems  not  to  have 
been  laid  in  fee.  I  imply  no  criticism,  however,  of  Morrieson’s  arrangement  of  the 
coins,  though  I  am  compelled  to  demolish  his  somewhat  fanciful  ascription  of  issues 
to  Lundy  and  Combe  Martin. 

The  Coins  marked  A  and  b,  dated  1645  and  1646 

There  can  nevertheless  be  little  objection  to  the  view  that  dies  for  these  coins  were 
prepared  by  Bushell  on  Lundy;  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  a  different  thing  to  say  that 
the  coins  were  struck  there,  and  indeed  Morrieson  offers  no  explanation  of  the  letters 
A  and  B.  That  these  refer  to  places  of  minting  must,  upon  the  abundant  analogy,  be 
granted.  We  do  not  know  when  Bushell  left  Bristol  for  Lundy,  but  it  was  obviously 
before  Prince  Rupert  surrendered  the  plague-struck  city  to  Fairfax  on  September  11, 
1645.  Bushell’s  claim  of  1662  for  £15,000  in  respect  of  his  Welsh  silver  contributed 
to  the  mints  at  Shrewsbury,  Oxford  and  Bristol  refers  only  to  1642-44; 7  his  mines 
were  in  Parliamentary  hands  by  January,  1645/6,  but  in  the  previous  twelvemonth 
the  transmission  of  bullion  by  road  to  Swansea,  for  shipment  across,  may  already 
have  become  too  dangerous  to  be  maintained.8  Lundy,  however,  was-  a  secure  base, 
and  could  enjoy  rapid  communication  by  sea  with  Aberystwyth  and  Aberdovey,  the 
harbour  from  which  the  produce  of  the  mines  was  exported — the  Mills  were  a  few 
miles  upstream,  on  the  tributary  R.  Einion — and  Barnstaple  was  within  easy  reach. 
Here  the  royal  garrison  held  out  until  April  12,  1646.  Given  the  chaos  struck  by 
Fairfax  in  his  brilliant  mopping-up  campaign,  Morrieson’s  objection  to  a  Devon 
town  being  the  site  of  a  late  Bushell  mint,  on  the  grounds  that  it  came  within  the 
scope  of  Vyvyan’s  warrant  of  January,  1643/4, 9  has  little  weight;  in  any  case,  Exeter 
was  besieged  from  January  to  April  9.  That  B  may  stand  for  Barnstaple  seems  alto¬ 
gether  likely;  and  the  nineteen  days  of  the  new  year  1646  which  elapsed  before  the 
surrender  of  the  town  may  well  have  been  sufficient  for  the  modest  production  of 
coin  which  the  rarity  of  the  b  series  implies.10 

The  A  series,  directly  linked  to  Bristol  by  an  altered  die,  and  to  the  b  series  by  a 
mule,11  is  more  interesting.  The  only  mint  connected  with  Bushell  after  the  fall  of 
Bristol,  for  which  there  is  documentary  evidence,  is  Aberystwyth;  and  in  view  of  the 
strategic  position  of  Lundy,  I  have  very  little  doubt  but  that  the  A  must  stand  for 
Aberystwyth.  The  comptrolment-book,  if  a  later  inscription  (see  note  6)  is  omitted, 
has  four  blank  pages  after  the  entries  for  May- September,  1642.  On  pages  22-23, 
we  find  entries  relating  to  production  in  January  and  March,  1645/6.  A  total  of  some 
£89  6s.  was  made  on  January  21  and  31 ;  and  the  conclusion  must  be  that  this  money 
was  specially  struck,  from  dies  sent  by  Bushell,  to  pay  the  garrison  of  Aberystwyth 
Castle  during  the  siege,  which  lasted  from  early  November,  1645  to  April  14,  1646. 
The  March  entries,  however,  were  not  for  coin  struck  in  the  Castle.  They  are  headed 
‘the  first  coyninge  at  [the]  Mills,’  where  sterling  ingot  melted  on  March  9  produced 
on  the  14th  about  £140  15s.  worth.  More  silver,  sizel  and  alloy  delivered  to  the  melter 
to  make  up  another  consignment  of  ingot,  on  March  17,  were  never  cast  or  coined. 
On  looking  to  Phillips’  Civil  War  in  Wales  .  .  .,  the  opportunity  for  a  Mills  coinage 
becomes  apparent,  for  in  mid-February,  1645/6,  Maj.-Gen.  Laugharne  was  obliged 
to  withdraw  some  or  all  of  the  besieging  force  to  go  to  the  aid  of  their  fellows  at 
Cardiff  Castle,  at  that  time  under  siege  by  the  royalists.12  What  more  natural,  then, 
than  that  the  Aberystwyth  moneyer  should  slip  out  to  the  Mills,  and  there  coin  up 
whatever  bullion  lay  in  store ;  and  that  a  second  melting  was  interrupted  by  the  return 
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of  the  Parliamentary  force  ?  The  full  total  of  some  £230  might  well  answer  to  the 
rarity  of  the  A  coins  today,13  and  gives  us  an  inkling  of  how  much  may  have  been 
produced  in  the  b  mint,  coins  of  which  are  of  a  similar  rarity. 

The  Coins  with  the  Crown  Privy  Mark 

As  Chater  points  out,  a  Lords  Ordinance  of  March  6,  1646/7 — a  year  after  the 
events  just  described — authorised  the  continuance  of  the  mint  at  the  Mills,  with  dies 
and  workmen  to  be  sent  from  the  Tower.14  This  was  in  answer  to  the  petition  of  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Aberystwyth  mint,  Edmund  Goodyear,  an  equivocal  figure  by 
then  lessee  of  the  Mines  Royal  in  Cardiganshire,15  on  the  grounds  that  the  premises 
at  the  Castle  had  been  so  damaged  in  the  late  war  that  continuance  there  would  be 
unsafe.  The  coins  with  the  crown  mark  answer  very  well  to  what  might  be  expected 
of  late  Tower  dies,  with  a  horseman  and  a  bust  close  to  those  of  Tower  coins  with  the 
sceptre  mark  of  1645/6  onwards,  the  last  of  Parliament’s  issues  for  Charles.16  Since 
Bushell  did  not  go  to  Combe  Martin  until  the  end  of  February  1647/8,17  and  was  then 
faced  with  draining  workings  drowned  since  Elizabeth’s  day — a  task  for  which  he 
could  not  raise  money,  and  in  which  he  failed — it  is  idle  to  imagine  that  there  was  a 
mint  there.18  Furthermore,  the  Plumes  brand  the  crown  series  as  Welsh  silver;  and 
Bushell  no  longer  had  Welsh  silver  at  his  disposal,  for  the  Cardiganshire  lease  which 
alone  could  provide  it  rested  with  Goodyear.  In  short,  all  arguments  favour  the 
attribution  of  the  crown  series,  close  as  it  is  in  design  to  the  Aberystwyth  issue  of 
1638/9-1642,  to  a  striking  at  the  Mills  conformably  with  the  Ordinance  of  March, 
1646/7. 

When  may  that  striking  have  occurred  ?  That  Ordinance  was  promulgated  at  an 
unsettled  time  in  Wales.  There  was  unrest  over  sequestrations,  and  there  were 
serious  arrears  of  pay  among  the  Parliamentary  troops,  who  knew  their  imminent 
disbandment  would  mean  the  loss  of  much  that  was  due;  there  was  also  a  brief 
royalist  rising  in  Glamorgan  (June,  1647);  and,  as  disaffection  grew,  the  Second 
Civil  War  broke  out  in  Pembrokeshire.19  From  February  1647/8  to  May  1648,  the 
whole  of  the  south  was  aflame;  and  though  royalist  hopes  were  ruined  at  the  Battle 
of  St.  Fagans  on  May  8,  Tenby  and  Pembroke  held  out  until  May  31  and  July  11 
respectively.  In  West  Wales,  there  had  been  royalist  talk  of  garrisoning  Aberystwyth 
Castle  again;  Newcastle  Emlyn  was  said  to  be  “fortifying.”20  The  disbanded  Par¬ 
liamentary  troops  joined  either  allegiance  in  Cardiganshire;  royalist  forces  were 
briefly  quartered  at  Pennal,  just  across  the  Dovey  estuary  from  the  Mills;  and 
although  they  capitulated  on  May  23  at  Barmouth,21  North  Wales  was  not  fully 
settled  until  the  final  battle  in  Anglesey  on  October  1 .  These  were  hardly  times  for 
coining-dies  and  workmen  to  be  sent  to  West  Wales;  and  the  crown  series  is  unlikely 
to  have  been  produced  until  the  countryside  was  settled  in  the  late  autumn  of  1 648, 
and  a  Parliamentary  garrison  was  placed  in  Aberystwyth  Castle.22 

The  closure  of  the  mint  is  reflected  in  the  comptrolment-book,  where  entries 
on  February  23  and  24,  1648/9,  record  against  signatures  the  handing  over  of  (a)  3  lb. 
4  oz.  10  dwt.  of  sterling  ingot  to  Thomas  Harrington;23  (b)  £8  18s.  6d.  in  coin  to 
John  Port,  Jnr.;24  and  (c)  twenty-nine  dies  and  various  equipment  also  to  Harrington. 
Two  points  may  be  made  here.  One  is  that  there  is  no  indication  as  to  when  that 
quantity  of  coin  was  made,  and  none  that  it  was  the  entirety  of  any  coining,  as  has 
often  been  assumed:  the  character  of  these  last  entries,  in  pages  26-7  and  38,25  is  not 
that  of  the  normal  Dr./Cr.  entries.  Though  the  comptrolment-book  shows  much 
sign  of  use,  it  is  also  clear  that  the  entries  were  usually  written  up  en  bloc  from  time  to 
time;  and  doubtless  those  relating  to  the  crown  issue  were  kept  in  rough,  and  may 
have  been  entered  in  another  book. 

The  second  point  concerns  the  surrender  of  the  dies  and  equipment,  headed 
“what  irons  for  coyning  were  taken  up  by  me  John  Sydenham  by  order  ffrom

Thomas  Bushell  esqre  ffrom  Mr  Wllm.  Cogan  and  delivered  to  Thomas  Harrington,” 
who  subscribes  at  the  end  of  the  list  “I  doe  acknowledge  to  have  receaved  these 
twenty-nine  [crossed  out,  thirty  written  in]26  stamps  above  mentioned  and  the  tooles 
and  implements  in  the  mint  above  alsoe  mentioned  at  the  hands  of  John  Sydenham 
deputy  to  Thomas  Bushell  Esqre  and  to  deliver  them  [crossed  out]  into  his  hands 
againe  upon  demaund  wittnes  my  hand  this  23th  of  ffeb:  1648.Tho  Harrington.” 
Now  Sydenham  was  one  of  Bushell’s  most  loyal  servants,  who  before  the  war  had 
undertaken  a  supervisory  role  at  the  mint,  and  may  have  remained  at  Aberystwyth 
ever  since;  and  we  clearly  see  that  Bushell,  not  Goodyear,  has  been  nominally,  at 
least,  in  control  of  the  mint.27  He  may  simply  have  arranged  for  whatever  dies  he 
may  have  had  in  his  possession — some  pre-war,  perhaps — to  be  surrendered ;  there  is, 
as  Chater  points  out,  some  difficulty  in  the  way  of  the  twenty-nine  all  being  of  the 
crown  type.28 

What  is  not  in  doubt  is  the  occasion.  On  February  13,  1648/9,  barely  a  fortnight 
after  the  execution  of  the  King,  Parliament  ordered  a  new  coinage  to  be  prepared 
with  its  own  style  and  authority.29  No  further  coining  with  dies  bearing  the  King’s 
effigy,  titles,  arms,  and  motto  of  divine  right  could  be  allowed.  The  surrendered  dies, 
“defaced”  by  rust  or  the  hand  of  man,  were  noted  at  the  Mills  in  1667  ;30  but  although 
the  terms  of  Harrington’s  receipt  envisaged  a  resumption  of  work,  the  likelihood  of 
“breeches  money”  being  coined  anywhere  outside  the  Tower,  while  the  possibility 
of  royalist  risings  remained,  could  not  be  countenanced.  That  possibility  remained 
until  1660,  and  Bushell’s  right  to  a  mint,  though  affirmed  by  Oliver  and  Richard,31 
remained  in  abeyance.  When  at  last  the  mines  were  productive  again,  the  bullion 
was  transported  to  London  for  coining  by  the  new  machinery;  and  the  Welsh  mint 
was  effaced,  as  if  it  had  never  existed.32

I  take  this  to  be  the  residue  of  a  striking  of  Welsh  silver  in  the  Tower 
with  Aberystwyth  dies,  during  the  somewhat  protracted  period  between  the  granting  of  the 
Indenture  on  July  30,  1637  and  the  supplementary  Warrant  of  October  22,  same  year,  and 
the  date  at  which  it  was  possible  to  begin  operations  in  the  “utterly  decayed”  royal  castle  at 
Aberystwyth.  But  perhaps  the  chief  red  herring  to  be  drawn  across  the  path  of  the  incautious 
numismatist  is  the  summary  of  production  in  p.  18,  where  it  is  suggested  that  some  4,0521  lb. 
of  silver  were  coined,  producing  a  total  of  nearly  £13,070.  This  entry,  with  its  faulty  arith¬ 
metic  and  curious  statement  that  “every  pound  of  silver  yields  at  the  mint  £3  4s. 6d.”,  is  in  the 
hand  of  Bushell’s  executor,  the  strange  Col.  Thomas  Colepeper,  c.  1688.  The  true  total  of 
silver  ingot  coined  is  some  3,5101  lb.,  which  produced  almost  3,387  lb.  of  coin,  or  £10,499  14s. 
at  £3  2s.  per  lb.  The  widely-quoted  weekly  average,  then,  is  not  Colepeper’s  £68,  but  some

PLUS  QA  CHANGE 

By  R.  A.  Merson 

Coins  have  been  collected  and  studied  for  centuries.  Some  Roman  emperors 
reputedly  collected  coins.  At  the  time  of  the  Renaissance,  Greek  and  Roman  coins 
were  seen  as  proofs  of  the  authenticity  of  the  classical  texts.  Thus  a  coin  cabinet  came 
to  be  regarded  as  an  integral  part  of  any  gentleman’s  library.  Indeed  in  Paris  the 
collection  is  still  housed  in  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale,  whereas  in  this  country  coin 
collections  are  more  likely  to  be  found  in  museums  rather  than  in  libraries. 

Nevertheless,  despite  the  antiquity  of  our  hobby,  there  is  a  tendency  to  see  many 
of  the  problems  and  methods  as  being  comparatively  modern  and  to  more  or  less 
disregard  anything  written  before  the  turn  of  the  century.  A  recurrent  theme  under¬ 
lying  a  number  of  my  previous  articles  has  been  to  point  out  the  existence  of  the  mass 
of  printed  material  which  awaits  our  attention  as  numismatists.  As  well  as  the  interest¬ 
ing  and  important,  but  often  overlooked,  nineteenth-century  numismatic  literature, 
printed  and  manuscript  texts  in  general  can  contain  useful  information.  An  important 
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example  is  contemporary  references  to  the  use  of  coins1.  Much  of  this  information 
only  comes  to  our  attention  by  accident.  We  can  however  supplement  this  by  con¬ 
tinuing  to  establish  links  with  people  working  in  other  disciplines,  historians  in 
particular.  Such  links  need  to  be  in  both  directions. 

A  recurring  problem  arises  from  references  to  coins  in  newspapers,  general 
fiction,  annotated  literary  texts  and  even  non-fiction.  Often  these  are  obviously 
incorrect,  alternatively  they  are  interesting  statements  which  may  or  may  not  be 
correct  but  which  are  unsupported  by  references.  How  often  one  sees  the  footnote 
which  tries  to  place  a  modern  equivalent  value  on  an  ancient  coin,  an  almost  im¬ 
possible  task  to  carry  out  satisfactorily.  General  guides  to  coin  collecting  do  not 
escape  these  faults,  indeed  by  their  very  nature  they  are  if  anything  more  prone  to 
them. 

As  an  example  of  an  interesting  statement  incapable  of  immediate  verification, 
the  most  recent  one  I  have  come  across  was  in  a  popular  edition  of  Arthur  Bryant’s 
King  Charles  the  Second A  Writing  in  the  first  chapter  he  describes  the  flight  of  Charles 
after  his  defeat  by  Cromwell  at  the  Battle  of  Worcester  in  1651.  In  Dorset  Charles 
remained  at  one  house  for  nearly  a  week  and  “he  passed  his  days  cooking  his  own 
food  and  boring  holes  in  coins  as  keepsakes  for  (two  maids  and  his  pretty  hostess)”. 
Is  anything  more  known  of  this  incident  ?  Did  it  take  place  as  described  or  is  it  just 
somewhere  the  result  of  a  historian’s  elaboration  of  some  obscure  reference  to 
touchpieces  ? 

The  problem  of  the  popular  account  which  gets  its  facts  wrong  of  only  publishes 
half  the  story  is  not  simply  the  product  of  the  enormous  recent  growth  of  interest  in 
coins.  The  journalist  who  states,  for  example,  that  the  1937  threepence  is  extremely 
rare  and  valuable,  without  at  the  same  time  drawing  attention  to  its  need  to  depict 
Edward  VIII,  had  his  nineteenth-century  counterpart. 

The  Frenchman,  Faustin  Poey  d’Avant,  will  be  known  to  most  readers  for  his 
Monnaies  Feodales  de  France  which,  although  published  as  long  ago  as  1858/62,  is 
still  one  of  the  standard  works  on  the  French  feudal  coinage.  He  wrote  for  the  1845 
volume  of  the  Revue  Numismatique  a  short  note  which  in  many  respects  reads 
almost  as  though  it  were  only  written  yesterday3.  I  will  endeavour  to  summarise  his 
remarks  but  without  using  all  his  examples : 

Public  curiosity  is  always  excited  by  archaeological  discoveries  and  the  provincial 
and  Parisian  press  carefully  report  such  matters  for  their  readers.  However  the  ignor¬ 
ance  of  the  readers  is  equalled  by  that  of  the  reporters,  notwithstanding  their  good¬ 
will,  with  the  result  that  for  the  most  part  these  articles  contain  as  many  errors  as 
they  do  words !  Absurd  statements  appear  in  local  reports  and  are  repeated  nationally. 
Even  the  Moniteur  does  not  escape  criticism.  Thus  we  have,  for  example,  a  copper 
coin  of  the  Merovingians  bearing  a  date  and  a  silver  denarius  with  Julius  Caesar  on 
one  side  and  Marcus  Aurelius  on  the  other.  One  can  even  read  the  account  of  the 
discovery  of  the  coin  collection  of  Alcuin  in  an  iron  casket  dated  802  and  consisting 
of  a  collection  of  imperial  coins  from  Augustus  to  Constantius  Chlorus  followed  by 
Merovingian  coins  of  Pharamond,  Clodion,  and  Merovig  (the  latter  cited  by  the 
press  as  proof  of  the  existence  of  these  monarchs !). 

Such  misattributions  render  uncertain  the  dates  of  deposit  of  finds  and  hence 
much  useful  information  which  might  be  obtained  from  hoards  is  lost.  However,  it  is 
easy  to  point  out  the  faults  but  more  difficult  to  present  the  remedy.  The  author 
indicates  that  he  can  make  this  the  subject  of  another  article.  In  the  meantime  he 
warns  us  to  be  on  our  guard  against  hoard  reports  and  the  attributions  they  contain, 
unless  based  on  good  authority. 

He  then  goes  on  to  describe  one  or  two  archaeological  frauds:  Take  the  south  of 
France,  but  no  doubt  it  happens  everywhere,  travellers  arrive  believing  antiquities 
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to  abound  and  want  to  take  something  home  by  way  of  a  souvenir.  There  is  a  gap 
between  supply  and  demand  which  the  junk-dealers  therefore  bridge  by  importing 
goods  from  outside  their  region  or  by  straight  forgeries.  Indeed  as  evidence  Poey 
d’Avant  claims  that  he  has  a  letter  from  one  such  dealer  which  among  other  things 
praises  the  English  for  being  such  lovers  of  antiquities!  Monsieur  Hennin  in  his 
Manuel  de  Numistnatique  Ancienne  quotes  the  Tunisian  dealer  he  met  in  Italy  and 
who  exported  worthless  Roman  bronze  coins  to  Tunis  for  sale  to  the  ignorant 
tourists  who  visited  Carthage.  He  even  went  to  the  length  of  planting  pieces  under 
suitable  stones  ready  to  be  pointed  out  to  the  tourists  as  likely  findspots,  in  return  for 
a  good  tip  of  course !  (This  apparently  refers  to  the  1820's !).  What  about  any  forgeries 
exported  in  this  way  ? — a  case  of  both  commercial  and  scientific  fraud.  “What  of 
it?”  was  the  dealer’s  reaction.  “They  are  content  and  so  am  I.  What  more  do  you 
want  ?” 

And  when  the  visitor  returns  home  with  the  coin  he  thinks  he  has  personally 
unearthed  and  the  local  collector  tells  him  that  he  has  a  forgery  ? 

Poey  d’Avant  ends  by  promising  another  article  on  how  to  report  hoards,  the 
conclusions  that  can  be  drawn  from  them  and  from  the  distribution  of  finds. 

Such  an  article  would  be  particularly  interesting,  bearing  in  mind  his  later  work 
on  the  medieval  French  coinage,  but  I  have  so  far  been  unable  to  trace  any  such 
piece  and  Engel  and  Serrure’s  Repertoire  des  sources  imprimees  .  .  .  does  not  appear  to 
assist.  It  seems  likely  therefore  that  it  did  not  see  the  light  of  day. 


Footnotes 

1  This  example  may  not  at  first  sight  seem  important  but  in  fact  not  only  do  contemporary 
references  to  coins,  particularly  in  the  medieval  period,  help  us  to  date  them  or  at  least  to 
arrange  them  in  chronological  order,  but  they  also  provide  us  with  valuable  information  on 
how  the  coins  were  used  and  who  used  them.  What  coins  were  used  and  in  what  quantities  in 
what  transactions  ?  What  other  means  of  exchange  were  employed  and  what  part  did  credit 
play  ? 

One  must  also  be  on  the  look  out  for  references  in  general  literature  which  have  simply 
been  lifted  from  known  numismatic  sources  and  which  may  therefore  be  discounted.

GEOGRAPHICAL  PATTERNS  OF  MINTING  IN 

MEDIEVAL  ENGLAND

Commercial  statistics  can  be  studied  from  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  centuries 
onwards,  and  can  be  set  alongside  the  information  about  the  currency.  The  detailed, 
almost  year-by-year  correlation  between  mint-activity  and  the  balance  of  payments 
resulting  from  foreign  trade  has  recently  been  demonstrated  by  Lloyd. 

From  the  fourteenth  century  onwards,  it  was  mainly  the  traditional  prerogatives 
of  the  key  churchmen — the  archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  York  and  the  bishop  of 
Durham — that  kept  provincial  minting  alive,  and  the  royal  mint  was  increasingly 
synonymous  with  the  Tower  mint.  Economic  and  regional  patterns  were  firmly 
overlaid  by  political  considerations,  and  the  geographical  patterns  of  minting  cease 
to  contribute  any  worth-while  information  about  monetary  circulation. 

Conclusions 

To  sum  up  this  survey,  the  idea  that  minting  and  with  it  the  circulation  of  coinage 
spread  only  very  gradually  from  early  medieval  origins  in  east  Kent  does  not  follow 
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as  closely  from  the  evidence  as  numismatists  have  been  inclined  to  suppose.  The  mis¬ 
apprehension  may  have  arisen  partly  from  taking  the  introduction  of  Olfa’s  pennies 
as  a  base-line.  A  generation  or  two  generations  before  that,  however,  coinage  cir¬ 
culated  widely  in  the  midlands,  and  there  were  half-a-dozen  mints  in  the  Heptarchic 
kingdoms.  And,  wherever  they  were  minted,  Offa’s  pence  in  due  course  circulated 
almost  as  widely  through  the  midlands.  As  regards  the  thrymsas  which  preceded  the 
sceattas,  the  evidence  of  find-spots  is  so  exiguous  that  one  should  hesitate  to  define 
too  narrowly  the  area  over  which  gold  circulated  in  the  first  half  of  the  seventh 
century.  Rigold’s  listing  of  provenanced  dark-age  gold  coins  in  the  first  volume  of 
Sutton  Hoo  provides  the  best  evidence  on  which  to  base  an  impression.  Because  of 
their  high  intrinsic  value,  the  loss  rate  of  gold  coins  in  circulation  was  no  doubt  low. 

The  multiplication  of  mints  in  the  tenth  century — one  is  tempted  to  add,  without 
necessity — was  originally  linked  with  the  reconquest  of  the  Danelaw  and  the  creation 
of  boroughs.  The  political  logic  behind  the  establishment  of  many  of  these  mints, 
for  whose  services  there  was  little  call,  is  far  from  clear.  Their  number  was  further 
increased  following  Eadgar's  reform  and  the  introduction  of  periodic  type  changes. 
Even  after  that,  when  there  was  some  practical  need  for  local  minting,  it  is  hard  to 
believe  that  the  relative  shares  of  output  of  the  mints  fully  reflected  the  regional 
distribution  of  the  currency  in  circulation. 

The  significant  change  in  the  pattern  of  medieval  minting  was  in  any  case  not  the 
long-term  trend  of  an  increase  and  then  a  decrease  in  the  numbers  of  mints,  but 
rather  a  northwards  shift,  and  then  a  return  to  the  south-east  as  the  area  where  most 
coin  was  minted.  This  secular  tendency  seems  to  follow  closely  upon  changes  in 
England’s  pattern  of  foreign  trade.  The  break-up  of  the  Carolingian  empire  under 
the  Viking  assault  and  the  emergence  of  new  political  forces  in  the  world  of  the 
northern  seas  produced  temporary  realignments  in  the  country's  commercial  interests. 
But  the  Low  Countries  and  the  Rhinelands  were  inherently  more  well-to-do  and 
lucrative  trading  partners,  and  the  historic  trading  links  were  quite  quickly  restored. 
As  the  growth  of  settlement  and  economic  development  pressed  eastwards  into 
Germany,  there  was  a  matching  shift  in  England’s  trade  (and  minting)  in  favour  of 
London  and  of  East  Anglia. 

Once  periodic  type-changes  were  abandoned,  and  the  exchanges  were  separated 
from  the  mints,  it  became  a  matter  of  administrative  convenience  and  economy  to 
reduce  the  number  of  mints  in  England.  The  tendency  was  not  carried  to  its  logical 
conclusion  for  a  surprisingly  long  time.  A  slack  period  in  the  work  of  the  mints, 
after  the  recoinage  of  1205,  provided  the  final  opportunity  for  an  announcement  in 
1223  to  Bruges,  Ghent,  St.  Omer,  Ypres,  and  Arras,  that  the  exchanges  of  England 
were  at  London  and  Canterbury  alone.  In  the  recoinage  of  1247  the  provincial  mints 
were  very  firmly  subordinated  to  central  control.  Thus,  the  growth  of  royal  power, 
and  the  increasing  centralisation  of  government  on  London  eventually  produced  a 
royal/ecclesiastical  pattern  of  minting  which  was  purely  political  in  its  reasons,  even 
if  it  preserved  the  main  outlines  of  earlier  and  more  complicated  arrangements  which 
had  reflected  the  flow  of  bullion  that  needed  to  be  coined.

Bombay  II  Copper  Coinages 

1.  Copper  oom  1672-1703 

The  earliest  copper  coins  of  Bombay,  called  copperoons,  pice  or  paisa  present 
some  problems  when  trying  to  determine  the  rarity  of  each  issue.  A  search  through 
dealers  lists  for  examples  proves  particularly  unrewarding.  Looking  back  over  twenty 
or  more  years  only  a  very  few  can  be  found  which  can  positively  be  attributed  to  this

series,  and  then  the  descriptions  are  usually  so  vague  as  to  make  the  information  use¬ 
less  for  the  purpose  of  this  survey.  They  are  not  particularly  rare  coins  and,  indeed, 
the  second  and  subsequent  issues  are  reasonably  easy  to  find.  Many  have  been  sold 
at  auctions,  vaguely  described  as  “undated  pice”  or  “paisa”.  The  reasons  for  the  lack 
of  specimens  in  dealers  lists  can  readily  be  understood  for,  until  Major  Prodmores 
recent  research,  there  was  no  reliable  reference  available.  Atkins  list  two.  Bombay 
33  and  34,  with  the  line  drawing  and  description  for  number  34  being  a  date  form 
which  is  currently  unknown.  L.V.W.  Wright  lists,  with  accompanying  photographs, 
only  two  and  the  Parsons  sale  included  four,  described  as  “Atkins  33  and  variety”, 
“Atkins  34  and  variety”.  These  locally  made  coins  are  usually  badly  struck,  misshapen 
and  generally  unattractive  thus  making  identification  difficult,  particularly  so  with 
the  lack  of  references  available.  They  do  little  to  stir  the  imagination  and  yet,  probably 
for  these  very  reasons,  they  present  some  of  the  most  intriguing  problems  of  any  of 
the  E.I.C.  coins,  certainly  we  know  less  about  them  than  almost  any  other  issue. 

With  so  little  information  being  available  from  catalogues  I  have  had  to  rely  on  the 
help  from  fellow  collectors  and,  of  course,  the  British  Museum  to  which  supple¬ 
mentary  details  have  been  added  from  various  sources.  The  resulting  assessments  are, 
I  believe,  reasonably  accurate. 

Another  problem  has  been  created  by  the  large  number  of  varieties  known  and  the 
need  to  present  this  survey  in  a  simple  form.  The  encircling  inscriptions  are  rarely 
even  half  complete  with  large  portions  off  the  flan,  even  on  the  first  issue  coins  which 
are  so  much  better  struck.  The  inscriptions  in  the  centre  of  the  reverse  are  various, 
both  in  their  letter  form  and  spelling.  The  date  form  can  usually  be  read  with  reas¬ 
onable  ease  and  whilst  there  are  a  number  of  varieties  of  these  for  most  dates  it  is 
within  the  framework  of  the  date  forms  that  this  survey  is  presented.

Major  Pridmore’s  original  research  on  these  coins  is  also  a  useful  guide  for  he 
gives  the  quantity  of  each  type  that  he  knew  of  and  these  were  in  the  following  groups : 

A  7=8,  A  9=26,  A  8=1,  A  D=9,  AnD=10,  A  D9r=14,  1703=9.  When 
comparing  these  details  with  the  suggested  rarity  the  one  anomaly  is  the  A  D9r  type 
but  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  some  of  those  indentified  within  this  group  by  Major 
Pridmore  did  not  have  a  clear  date,  the  identification  having  been  made  by  comparison 
of  other  features.  The  coins  within  this  group  may  be  more  common  than  suggested 
but  present  evidence  indicates  the  stated  rarity.  A  few  years  ago  I  had  the  opportunity 
of  examining  forty  of  these  copperoons  and  whilst  they  did  not  make  a  representative 
selection  the  quantities  of  each  type  lend  further  support  to  these  rarity  ratings : — 

A  9=22,  A  D=9,  AnD=8,  with  one  impossible  to  identify. 

Although  the  B.M.  has  four  of  type  A  7  this  is  a  particularly  difficult  coin  to  find 
and  it  should  be  noted  that  there  is  a  major  variety  with  the  o  in  Bombay  missing. 
Of  the  four  in  the  B.M.  two  have  the  o  missing  and  I  also  have  one  in  my  collection 
which  suggests  that  it  is  hardly  any  rarer  than  the  normal  variety.  It  probably  rates 
about  R3. 

Type  A  9  is  certainly  the  most  likely  to  be  found  and  the  number  of  die  varieties 
known  lend  support  to  the  rarity  ratings  given.  There  are  seven  major  varieties  known 
including  large  and  small  s  in  Bombays,  unbarred  A  in  Bombays  and  various  forms 
of  spelling  in  addition  to  the  different  date  forms.  Major  Pridmore  notes  that  type 
A  9  are  “comparatively  common  indicating  a  large  issue”.  The  A  8  coins  were 
probably  struck  from  only  one  die,  cut  in  this  way,  which  would  explain  the  rarity. 

The  1703  coins  may  be  somewhat  rarer  than  indicated  for  some  of  those  showing 
in  this  survey  were  identified  by  features  other  than  the  date,  which  was  not  always 
readable,  and  this  applies  to  the  one  in  my  collection. 

The  first  issue  coins,  the  A  7  type,  are  generally  found  quite  well  struck  and, 
consequently,  are  usually  found  in  better  condition  than  coins  of  the  subsequent 
issues.  After  the  first  issue  the  coins  were  produced  by  people  totally  inexperienced 
in  such  work  hence  the  corruption  of  the  date  forms  and  the  design  in  general. 
Examination  of  sufficient  specimens  may  eventually  produce  enough  varieties  to 
make  the  dating  of  the  coins  more  positive.  The  author  would  like  to  hear  from  fellow 
collectors  who  have  these  coins,  particularly  if  they  possess  specimens  showing 
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different  varieties  to  those  already  known  or  showing  parts  of  the  encircling  inscription 
including  dates. 
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Coins  treasure  trove.  Roman  coins  found  in  a  field  near  Waddington  were  declared 
treasure  trove  by  an  inquest  jury  at  Lincoln.  The  58  coins  were  found  by  Mr.  Colin  Green- 
smith,  of  Canwick  Avenue,  Bracebridge  Heath,  within  30  square  yards  of  the  spot  where  he 
found  a  haul  of  2,900  coins  last  year.  They  were  of  the  folles  denomination  stamped  with  either 
the  head  of  the  Emperor  Constantine  or  his  sons,  and  dated  between  306  a.d.  and  318  a.d. — 
Lincolnshire  Echo ,  Sth  September ,  1977. 

Quids  in.  Britain’s  new,  slimmed-down  £1  note — due  to  be  introduced  next  year — is  un¬ 
likely  to  win  any  prizes  for  beauty.  It  is  the  last  of  the  singularly  ugly  series  introduced  in  1968, 
and  will  be  f  inch  narrower  and  3/16  inch  shorter  than  the  present  version.  A  sea-sick  Sir 
Isaac  Newton  will  take  over  the  back  from  the  present  underwater  Britannia.  But  its  ugliness 
is  not  all.  The  government  has  missed  the  chance  to  replace  a  short-lived  bit  of  paper  with  a 
rugged  piece  of  metal:  £\  notes  last  9-10  months;  coins  last  about  20-30  years.  Notes  cost  on 
average  0.8p  to  make;  coins  would  cost  more,  but  in  the  long  run  would  work  out  cheaper. 
The  main  snag  with  a  £1  coin,  confirmed  by  shopkeepers  and  bank  cashiers  alike,  would  be  the 
weight.  But  that  is  because  Britain’s  coinage  is  ludicrously  heavy.  The  chart  shows  the  weight / 
value  ratio  for  a  pocketful  of  coins  in  a  range  of  western  countries.  Without  the  sensible  50p 
piece,  light  for  its  value,  Britain  would  be  easily  top,  at  3.6  oz  per  £.  Despite  the  erosion  of  the 
pound’s  value,  however,  Britain  still  is  not  quite  in  the  bargain-basement  for  note  collectors. 
The  undisputed  champion  of  low  value  is  the  Hongkong  one  cent  note,  worth  ip. — The 
Economist ,  21th  August ,  1977.

Coinage  find  sheds  light  on  Thrace.  An  archaeological  discovery  throwing  an  im¬ 
portant  light  on  trade  in  the  ancient  world  has  been  made  in  Bulgaria.  It  extends  our  knowledge 
both  of  ancient  Crete  and  of  the  Thracians.  The  find  consists  of  a  piece  of  copper  cast  in  the 
form  of  a  stretched  ox  hide.  What  makes  it  of  such  exceptional  interest  is  that  it  bears  two  signs 
of  Cretan  linear  script.  The  object  is  clearly  an  early  example  of  coinage,  analagous  to  the 
Chinese  knife  money,  used  before  the  introduction  of  regular  coinage.  In  view  of  the  cult  of  the 
minotaur  and  the  labrynth  ox  hides  had  a  special  significance  in  ancient  Crete.  Copper  coinage 
in  the  form  of  an  ox  hide  had  previously  been  found  in  Crete  itself,  Euboea,  and  along  the 
southern  coast  of  Asia  Minor. 

The  point  about  this  latest  discovery  is  that  it  was  made  at  the  village  of  Cherkovo,  in  the 
Bourgas  District,  on  the  Black  Sea  coast  of  Bulgaria.  The  object  was  brought  into  the  museum 
at  Bourgas.  It  is  by  far  the  furthest  north  that  such  a  Cretan  object  has  been  found.  Eloquent 
testimony  to  the  extent  of  trading  contacts  between  Bulgaria  and  the  Mediterranean  is  provided. 
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Another  major  find  of  early  coinage  has  recently  been  made  in  Bulgaria.  It  confirms  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  region  in  Roman  times.  What  has  come  to  light  are  3,727  silver  coins  of  the 
reign  of  Nero  (a.d.  54-69).  They  have  been  found  in  the  course  of  continuing  excavations  on 
the  site  of  a  large  Roman  pottery  kiln  near  the  town  of  Pavlikeni,  in  northern  Bulgaria.  The 
site  is  not  far  from  the  ancient  city  of  Nicopolis-ad-Istrum,  one  of  the  most  important  Roman 
urban  centres  in  the  Balkans.  Much  of  the  area  occupied  by  the  city  has  been  excavated  by 
Bulgarian  archaeologists  and,  at  the  moment  work  is  continuing  at  the  kiln  site  near  Pavlikeni.
